This 
definite announcement was made 
late this afternoon by republican 
senators who broke up the biparti- 
san compromise negotiations and 
who are determined that the Lodge 
reservations shall not be altered. 
The statement w made following 
completion of a poll which rever'ed 
that more than the required 33 votes 
are pledged against ratification if 
the Lodge reservations are changed. 
To Defeat Cloture Move. 

The same group of senators who 
were represented as having agreed 
to stand together = indefinitely 
against ratification on any other 
basis than the Lodge program were 
pledged also to defeat any move 
for cloture should Senator Hitch- 
cock bring the treaty out Into the 
senate and geek to curtail debate.

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Juror ‘Whipped 
For Opposing 
Guilty Verdict 


He Was Also Given Mud 
Bath and Driven From 
Town—He Objected to 


Convicting Negro of 
Murder. 


Monroe, La., January 29.—When a 
dissenting juryman today refused to 
agree to the verdict of guilty in the 
trial of Alvin Calhoun, negro, fol- 
lowing tthe murder of N. H. Arnold, 
January 20, at Tallulah, La., he was 
publicly whipped and then dipped in 
a mud hole, according to reports 
from Tallulah reaching here tonight. 

When the jury returned to its 
quarters in the courthouse, escorting 
the downcast, mud-covered dissent- 
ing juryman, a verdict of guilty was 
agreed upon, accordiing to the re- 
port, The jury thén appeared in the 
courtroom, reporting its findings, 
which declared Calhoun to be guilty 
of murder in the first degree. 

It is said that the dissenting jury- 
man was later waited upon by a 
committee and ordered to leave Tal- 
lulah. 

Calhoun confessed to the murder 
of Arnold, a young farmer, who had 
emigrated south from Danville, Ky., 
several months ago, according to the 
sheriff of Ouachita parish. He is 
said to have stated that be picked up 
a heavy piece of wood and struck 
the white man over the head while 
the latter was milking a cow. Ac- 
cording to the sheriff the negro said 
he then robbed Arnold of less than 
$100. Arnold operated a farm at 
West Point, Miss. before coming to 
Louisiana. 

The account of the whipping of 
the jurror was brought here by Jd. 
Arthur Smith, Monroe business man, 
who returned from Tallulah tonight. 
He did nat know the juror’s name. 

B. S. Bettis, deputy sheriff of Mad- 
ison parish, states the dissencang 
juror’s name was M. C. Hooter. He 
claimed, however, that the trouble 
occurred after the negro had been 
convicted. 

Calhoun was brought to Monroe 
for safek eeping following the kill- 
ing of Arnold. He was returned to 

Tallulah and violence avoided by 
the promise of a speedy trial, which 
was held today.

the doors of the gtirage. Then she 
claimed that in her effort to escape 
she had»mistaken the elevator shaft 
for a possible avenue of escape, and 
had fallen to the bottom. 

Tregd, on the other hand, says 
that she knew he was gzoing to take 
her to the garage in order to put up 
his machine, and that as they lived 
on Forrest avenue, he intended to 
walk home with her. He says he 
does not know exactly how the acci- 
dent happened, since he was lock- 
ing the doors of the garage at the 
time, intending to leave the place by 
the front entrance. He claims that 
he is innocent of any wrong Intent.

Washington, January 29.—There 
appeared before the house commit- 
tee on railroads and canals today a 
large delegation from Georgia and 
Florida in advocacy of Representa- 
tive Clark’s bill for a survey of the 
proposed St. Mary’s-St, Mark's canal, 
connecting the gulf with the Atlan- 
tic ocean at the port of St. George, 
in St. Simons sound. 

If there are any who doubt the 
advisability and compelling need for 
a canal and inland waterway ex- 
tending the Mississippi river to the 
Atlantic seaboard at Cumberland 
sound, it is unfortunate that they 
did not attend the hearing. That 
committee had under consideration 
house bill 10919, asking that $100,000 
be appropriated for a survey of lock 
barge and ship canals and of a sea 
level ship canal from Cumberland 
sound on the Atlantic to a point at 
or near the mouth of the Mississippi. 

Hearing Lasted Whole Day. 

The committee had been author- 
ized to hit during the sessions of the 
house, and in consequence the hear- 
ing lasted practically the entire day. 
Seated on a raised platform in a 
semicirele, the committee listened 
attentively to an exhaustive presen- 
tation of the naval and military, and 
particularly of the economic rea- 
sons for the prompt construction of 
this great intercepting waterway, 
connecting with each other and‘with 
the Atlantic seaboard and the Mis- 
sissippi and all the rivers east of 
the Mississippi that flow into the 
gulf.

Dykes Says Increase in Pro- 
portion With White Teach- 
ers Is Possible.

“At a meeting of the Atlanta board 
of education to be held this after- 
noon at 3 o’clock in the city hall, 
Superintendent W. F. Dykes, of the 
Atlanta public school system, will 
present a new plan by which-he be- 
lieves it will be possible to increase 
the salaries of the colored teachérs 
in addition to the $10 a month rais-« 
recently authorized. 

Dr. Dykes stated that his plan 
would be worked out on a basis that 
‘would give the megro teachers the 
same percentage of crease, ap- 
proximately, as that anted the 
white teachers, but as the proposi- 
tion had not been placed before tne 
board of education, he declined to 
go into details concerning it. 

He did state, however, that the 
plan which will be placed befor 
the board of education this afte¢r- 
noon will work out to the satisfac- 
tion of the colored teachers, and 
that it does not propose to take 
anything from the white teachers. 
A sum of about $6,000 will be re- 
quired to make the proposed in- 
creases for the colored teachers, and 
it is believed that this amount can 
be found by the board of education. 

The board of education will alse 
discuss a new location for the Com- 
mercial High school, the lease on 
ithe present building on South Pryor 
street expiring with this year. 

At least two proposals have been 
submitted to the board for consid- 
eration, one of which is the Joseph 
Brown lot on Washington street, 
which was purchased by the city 
several years ago for s@ehool pur- 
poses. It is also understood that 
the owner of the present Contmer- 
cial school building, C. P. Byrd, has 
submitted a proposal to. sell the 
building to the city for $150,000. 
This is the amount provided in the 
appropriations of the money raised 
by the recent emergency tax levy.

Bolshevism, says Gompers, in an 
article written by him for The 
Federationist, which was reprint 
ed in part in The Constitution 
Thursday morning, “is eternally 
condemned as an autocratic evil.” 

“We know about Russia,” he 
says; “we know about bolshevism— 
“we know the piteous story of 
and intolerance and we 
know the autocratic concept that 
underlies the minority dictatorship, 
which is hailed to the world by its 
dupes and advocates as the most 
perfect state of society yet devised. 
We know about it and we condemn 
it completely, finally and for all 
time.” 

The greatest danger that threat- 
ens organized labor in this cotn- 
try today is that which springs 
from the contaminating influences 
of just such doctrine as Gompers 


Organized labor has become a 
great power in America; and it 
owes its strength very largely to 
public approval of its aims and its 
methods. 

American public sentiment ap- 
proves trade unionism; but it does 
not approve, and will never tol- 
erate, bolshevism, I. W. W.-ism, 
sovietism, communism, nor any 
other form of radicalism that seeks 
to impose an autocratic minority 
dominance upon the majority of 
the people. 

Mr. Gompers’ presentation of his 
views should be accepted by labor 
both as the friendly advice of a 
wise leader and as a warning. 

Labor can do no better than to

Already there is a demand that 
he be deposed for a more radical 
leader, and the crisis will be 
reached at the annual convention 
of the American Federation of 
Labor in June.

_ Far From Insurmountable. 
BY ‘WILLIAM HOWARD TAFT 


Article X. seems now to be the 
chief, if not the only, source of dis- 
agreement between the members of 
the bipartisan committee engaged in 
trying to propose a compromise of 
the reservations to the senate. The 
article has been said to be the 
heart of the league, and in a proper 
sense it is s0, in that it recognizes 
and imposes the obligation on all 


nations to see to it that no strong 
nation shall rob a weaker one of its 
territory or independence. But its 
importance is rather in its mina- 
tory effect on proposing wrong- 
doers than in its actual operation to 
prevent war. 


Under Article XI. to XVII. provi- 
sion is made for the peaceful set- 
tlement of all threatening disputes 
between nations by safeguarding 
action of the league, by arbitration, 
by mediation and recommendation of 
settlement and by enforcement. of

By Articles XVI. and XVII, a breach 
of such covenants is to be penalized 
by an immediate and universal boy- 
cott of the covenant-breaking na- 
tion and then by such military ex- 
peditions as the members of the 
league shall determine necessary on 
the recommendation of the council.

Sression in violation of Article X.

penalizing provisions of Articles XVI. 
and AVII. would apply to the ag- 
gression. ° 

Moreover, Article X, becomes op- 
erative only after the purpose of the 
war has been clearly disclosed. <A 
war only for. punitive purposes 
Without taking territory or over- 
throwing a government, would not 
violate Article X. We have geen 
this exemplified in the application 
of the Monroe Doctrine. The Mon. 
roe Doctrine, in its main purpose, is 
Article X. applied to the agegres- 
sion of non-American nations 
against countries of the western 
hemisphere. When Spain attacked 
Chile during Mr. Seward’s incum- 
bency as secretary of, state, and 
Chile called on the United States 
to defend her, Mr. Seward replied 
that our policy did not look to our 
defending an American state against 
any punitive war by a non-Ameri- 
can power but only against one in- 
tended to take territory or to de- 
stroy independence. ~ Mr. Roosevelt 
laid down: the same limitation <of 
the doctrine in the Venezuela case 
to wars begun merely to 
financial obligations when they ‘did 
not seek appropriation of territory 
or deprivation of independence. 

The intervention of the league 
under Article X. is therefore likely 
to be invoked only in cases where 
the victor in a war “legal” under 
Articles XII, XIII. and ‘XV., seeks 
to impose terms on its enemy con- 
trary to the undertaking of Article 
xX. In all other cases action under 
Article X. will have been anticipat- 
ed under the other articles. Article 
X., therefore, really enlarges the ob- 
ligations of league members much 
less than has been generally ‘as- 
sumed... For’ this reason -.whole- 
hearted friends of the covenant may 
properly feel that even though ‘the 
obligation of the United States 
der Article X, 
reservation, much: that is valuable 
in the league remains. , 

President Wilson, in discussing the 
effect of Article X. with the for- 
eign relations committee at the 
white house, expressed the view that 
all he had in mind by Article X. was 


to create a moral and not a lega) 
obligation. Om the other hand, the 
majority, of .the senate co ien 
tiously object to the legal ee ee 
ing obligation Of Article X., lest i 
may involve us in wars which we 
ought not to enter. There should be 
a common ground upon which these 
differing gentlemen can stand. A 
moral obligation is one to which a 
person responds when his. con- 
science tells him to act. That is 
the only sanction upon which the 
beneficiaries of a moral. obligation 
have a right to rely. The con- 
science of the United States is the 
united conscience of the American 
people, but the only practical au- 
thority for interpreting it is the 
regular body created by our funda- 
mental law, and that is the con- 
geress: why, therefore, could not

Article X. and leave to congress, 
the only practical custodian and in- 
terpreter of the conscience of the 
nation, to decide whether under the 
circumstances of each case as it 
arises a moral obligaiton exists? 

Article X. is as follows: 

“Article 10. The members of the 
league undertake to respect and 
preserve, as against external ag- 
gression, the territorial integrity and 
existing political independence of 
all members of the league. In case 


of any such aggression, gr in case 
of any threat or dangef of such 
aggression, the council shall advise 
upon the means by which this obli- 
gation shall be fulfilled.” 


The Lodge reservation is as fol- 
lows: 

“The United States assumes no ob- 
ligation to preserve the territorial 
integrity. or political independence 
of any other country, or to interfere 
in controversies between nations— 
whether members of the league or 
not—under the provisions of Article 
X, or to employ the military or na- 
val forces of the United States un- 
der any articel of the treaty. for 
any purposes. unless in any partic- 
ular case the congress, which, under 
the constitution. has the sole power 
to declare war or authorize the em- 
ployment of the military or naval 
ferce of the United States, shall by 
act or joint resolution so provide.” 

The suggested substitute reserva- 
tion would read as follows: 

“The United States declines to 
assume any legal or binding obli- 
gation to preserve the territorial in- 
tegrity or political independence of 
any other country uder the provi- 


sions of Article X, or to employ the 
military or naval forces of the 
United States under any article of 
the treaty for any purpose; but the 
cogress, which under the constitu- 
tion has the sole power in the 
premises. will consider and decide 
what moral obligations, if any, under 
the circumstances of any particular 
case,when it arises, should move the 
United States, in the interest of the 
world peace and justice, to take ac- 
tion 
cordingly.” 

The first part of this -reservation 
isin the form of the reservation as 
adopted by the majority of the sen- 
ate, except that it leaves out the 
words “or tointerfere in controver- 
sies between nations, whether mem- 


bers of the leafue or not, under the 
provisions of Article X.” The words 
have no significance whatever. in 
view of the general words that pre- 
cede and the limitation of them to 
Article X. They are obviously left 
in by mistake, because the original 
reservation sought to extend the de- 
nial of all obligation under Article 
XVI. and XVIL, to which they had 
application. 

They have none now. therefore 


no objection ought to be made by 
anyone to their omission. 


By the changed form of the res- 
ervation, all legal obligation of the 
United States to do aytihng under 
Article X to preserve the integrity, 


territorial or governmental, of an- 
other country is eliminated, as in 
the present reservation, and the only 
thing that remains is the possible 
of a moral obligation 
which is givenlifeonly by the deci- 
sion of congress under the particul- 
lar circumstances of each case as it 
arises. Congress must itself recog- 
tige the obligation before it be- 
comes one. It mav be said that 
-ongress has that right now. These 
s are only to assure the na- 
that congress will in good 
take up the question in any 
‘ular case and consider whether 
there is any moral obligation, in 
view of the circumstances of the 
particular case, for the United States 
to-'‘intervene. This prserves the 
principle of the Lodge. reservation. 
Gertainly no senator who favors the 
league with stiffest reservations can 
object to the United States giving 
such an assurance. While on the 
other hand it is not seen how a moral 
and not a legal obligation of the 
United States. as emphasized by the 
presid@ént, can be recognized and 
Aealt with in any other way.

SAVE THE WRAPPER—IV. 
SOAP VERSUS SKIN OIL. 

The frequency of bathing by no 
means determines individual clean- 
liness. A great many people over- 
do the bathing business to the in- 
jury of their health. So far as per- 
sonal hygiene is concerned daily 
bathing in the colder part of the 
year is necessary for very few in- 
dividuals whose work is exception- 
ally dirty. A soap and water bath 
twice a week is sufficient for most 
sedentary persons, and once a week 
is as often as soap and water bath- 
ing should be indulged in by many 
cleanly persons. 

Air bathing is another thing. We 
cannot take air baths too often nor 
too long. ‘Phe more time one. can 
pass every day without any cloth- 
ing on the better for one’s general 
health and for the health of the 
skin.

The Passing of Fear 


In connection. with the war and 
its aftermath, we hear more about 
the itch of the cootie than the 
twinge of fear. If there were any 
cowards, they are all out of the 


way now. Nevertheless, fear is a 
common emotion which no swash- 
buckléer can wave away wit® a 
boast. In the animal world, fear 
is amiversal; di@ you ever meet a 
‘dog or a snake which was not 
ready to run or writhe away? 


Fear need not arise from a ter- 
rible spectacle in front of one; 
fear is just as likely to spring 


from ,the intense nothingness of 
darkness. For the most part, fear 
seems to be due to a sense of un- 
familiarity; an old animal, haw- 
ever ferocious, is not as bad as a 
new one. In this spirit, Nietzsche's 
nervousness made him dread above 
all things else—surprise. 

To pass through the worst street 
in the town we know is not as 


hard as to walk through the best 
thoroughfare in the town we Know 
not. In olden times, the wayfarer 
was the wayfearer, so that the 
traveler went armed, Darkness we 
dread because it gives us no infor- 
mation; death is terrible because 
we know nothing about what, as 
Goethe said, must be a benefit 
since it is so universal. 


It is not thé.heart which ‘trem- 


bles, but the brain, so that we can 


Say apprehension as fear is due to 
lack of apprehension as knowledge, 
Just as perfect love is supposed te 
cast out fear, so does perfect 
knowledge. The sailor has nec 
fears from the sea, the moun- 
taineer from the pass, the fireman 
from the fire. These know what 
wave péaks and flames. really 
ean, 


Why does one rise when ~@ 
stranger enters? What is now a 


sign of etiquette was once the be- 
havior of fear; your ancestor rose 
to his feet in order to be on h 
guard against the newcomer. wit 
should the host pour wine into his 
own glass first? It might look 
better to give this honor to the 
guest, but the same ancestor had 
to do that to show that his wine 
was not poisoned. Just as soon 
as we know about -people and 
wines, just so soon de we lose this 
one-time fear. 

The days of fear may be many, 
but they are numbered, and each 
day sees an old fear die of old 
age. We do not fear’ witches, 
omens, signs, strangers. The more 
we become acquainted with life 
and death, the ‘less dreadful they 
are. Herein is an emotional argue 
ment for knowledge, for knowledgé 
destroys dread, familiarity dee 
vours fear.

Plan shall be adopted which will 
fail to do either with any degree 
of satisfaction.” 

Mr. Hines detlared his belief that 
unless the railroad problem at the 
present time is dealt with “in a 
bold and effective way” the return 
to private management after fed- 
eral control “will be wholly disap- 
pointing.” 

The director general also urged 
the compulsory consolidation of the 
railroad systems of the country into 
a few large systems, and suggested 
the participation of the public and 
labor in the management of the 
railroads. 

Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood, who is 
visiting Louisville on an inspection 
trip, Was another speaker at the 
banquet. 

In his discussion 
rate question and the reorganiza- 
tion of the railroads, which he be- 
lieves necessary after government 
control, Mr. Hines said in part: 

“The question now is shall the 
rafiroads be returned to substan- 
tially the same regulations which 
had proved so discouraging'\in 1917 
or shall changes be made sufficient- 
ly fundamental to remove the dif- 
ficulties upon this question.

“Broadly 1 believe that unless 
these matters be dealt with in ua 
bold and effective way, the return 
to private management will be whol- 
jy disappointing. I believe that no 
prompt, confident and liberal regu- 
lation of the railroads will be prac- 
iicable unless provision is made for 
the appropriating for the benefit of 
the public interest an important 
part of the excess which any rail- 
road company may earn over a 
clearly reasonable return, If this 
is not done there will be two con-' 
tinuing obstacles to securing satis- 
factory .general treatment of the 
rate problem. One will be that 
rates sufficiently high to protect 
the general situation will inure to 
an unreasonable extént to the bene- 
fit of particularly prosperous roads 
and this will operate to prevent 
the establishment of such rates. 
The other will be that rates which 
might be sufficient to protect the 
Situation on the average would 
operate to produce unduly high 
returns jn exceptionally prosperous 
years and this fear likewise will 
have a restrainin influence upon 
satisfactory action™upon the rate 
question. On the other hand, it 
it is clearly understood that an 
important part of the return of 
any company in excéss of a reason- 
able return will inure in soMhe prop- 
er way to the public benefit, these 
obstacles to satisfactory treatment 
of the rate problem will disap- 
pear. The excess earnings thus ap- 
propriated for the public benefit 
ought to be used largely for the 
creation of reserves to protect the 
railroad situation in unfavorable 
ye@rs and thus an additional ele- 
ment of stability will be given to 
the situation. 


Readjustment of Rates, 


“The readjustment of rates at the 
Present time to establish the credit 
of all the railroad companies opera- 
ing independently on their separate 
responsibilities will be an exceed- 
ingly difficult matter because the 
abnormal conditions for the past 
two years make it exceedingly dif- 
ficult to draw any satisfactory con- 
clusions as to the actual earning 
capacity of the railroads at the 
moment. The public is also likely
